Continuation of 3. NOTE: Independent Method Claim 1 has been amended with dependentant Claim 6. Independent Apparatus Claim 9 
has newly been amended with the limitations which were earlier set forth in Method Claim 6. In the last Office action, Claim 6 was rejected 
under 35USC112 because it does not provide a clear description. Claim 6 described use of a laser which "has a transverse laser radiation 
intensity distribution with respect to the direction of advance movement". This description can be applied to any laser process. Claim 6 
further described "which corresponds to a rectangular profile". This cut shape, a rectangular profile, is not different from the prior art 
(JP362159344A and the description and references cited in AAPA, Specification Pages 1-4). Further, AAPA described well known Nd:Yag 
and C02 lasers and described DE4023997A1, DE3415015C2 (equivalent to USPN 4469931), and DE4439220A1. For example, USPN 
4469931 describes "the laser beam 16 focused to a power density in excess of 20,000 watts/cm2 will achieve clean vaporization". AAPA 
comprises well known focus of the power density to create a clean cut. 
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
